Mr. Collins' three words, which to his 


mind, he said, summed up the text of 
all the advice that could be given the 
president and those who arc to deaJ with 
the future of the Philippines, were 
caught up by the representative gather- 
ing of men present and loudly applauded, 
as \\ere all hla utterances against an- 
nexation of the Philippines and imperial- 
Ism In general. 


"Winslow "V^arren,president of the club, 


presided^ The war he characterized as 
one of terrible suffering to the brave 
Eoldlers and Of "shocking Incompetency 
Jn high quarters." The consequences 
must long dJsturb and complex the 
Country with questions novel and daii- 
gerous to a republic. I'e said he believed 
•the Porto Ricans should be allowed to 
govern themselves. What was true of 
^Porto Rico was much more true of the 
(Philippine islands. 


Mr. Collins called attention to the fact 


(tbat Manila was acquired by an acci- 
dent practically. The United States did 
jiot want Cuba, Porto Rico or the Philip- 
pines. "We should look after ourselves 
Ibefore taking hpld of 
ofeher people, 


jCharity begim> at home," said the speak- 
er. "We have the greatest future offered, 
to us if we stay at home and mind our 
own business that mankind ever had. It 
|s aald we can educate these colonies 
ftnd make the American germ fructify in 
the soil, but It Is not so. Great Britain's 
experience teaches us this. Of a tem- 
perate zone herself, she can govern by 
flier own people with success and with- 
out trouble only those colonies and peo- 
ples who ace In a temperate zone. Her 
other colonies are governed by the ppo 
pies themselves, with her controlling 
hand, exerted by one head. On thesarm 
principles we cannot govern these colo- 
nies which we are now to deal with. W< 
have no capacity as an organized repub- 
lic to govern a vassal peoples on the 
principles we stand on. 


"The quetlosn is then asked, What Is 


to become of these islands and the peo- 
ple? Let them act Just as if fate and 
good fortune would force them to act i 
J>ewey had not scored his great victory. 
We are told we have a duty to perform 
to them. We have a duty to perform 
ourselves, and we should look out foi 
-It. Self-preservation comes first. I d< 
not believe-, therefore, for one, that w< 
ought to gro outside our own boundaries, 
LPt the Philippines work out their own 
future under the protectorate of God. 


"I do not believe In the cstablishmen

Preseut Commissioner Denounced by 


tlio Grand Army. 


Rules and Interpretations Are 


Too Severe. 


Comrade McKinloy Urged to Bring About a 


Change of Conditions. 


Cincinnati, Sept. 10 —The work of tho 


82nd annual encampment of the Grand 
Army of the Republic was concluded 
yesterday afternoon. 
The anticipated 


discussion of the resolutions from th? 
pension committee did not occur. 
The 


i>ensior report went through without 
discussion, although it was 
modified 


late*1 to take away an impression that 
might have arisen, that President Mc- 
Klnley was under censure. Command- 
«r-Inchlcf Gobin, !n all hla rulings, com- 
manded the fullest respect of the en- 
rampmenv 


While the encampment was concluded 


j[n the afternoon so that tho national 
board of administration could meet with 
Cornmander-ln-chtef Sexton for routine 
initial work, the national convention of 
the three organizations of ladles con- 
tinued until late last night. 
They had 


much more fighting over officers than 
the tx-soldleris. 
Their afternoon and 


evening sessions were devoted to con- 
tests over the division of the honors 
and In tliese contests Illinois tarried off 
almost PVcrythJng. 


The report of the committee on pen- 


sions recommended the adoption of sub- 
stantially the following. 


"ftesolvea, that it is the judgment of 


this encampment that the pension laws 
should be administered In the spirit of 
justice and fairness In which they were 
enacted- 


"Resolved, that any effort to prevent 


the honest applicant for a pension from 
gueceedipg by uny subterfuge, rule or 
forced construction of the laws which 
will work Injustice to the applicant is 
Ito be donflemned by all honorable men. 


"Resolved, that the repeated com- 


plaints of the unfair construction of the 
pension laws and of the enforcement of 
fules which are In violation of the law 
and inimical to the interest of applicants 
impel this encampment to call upon 
Comrade William McKIiiley, president 
of the United States, to cxefcise his au- 
thority and see that the law is executed 
an a spirit of justice and liberality. 


"Resolved, that all rules which hinder 


and embarrass the allowance of honest 
pension claims should be repealed, and 
wt^ftsk the president that he use his 
authority to cause thosft whose duty it 
IS to execute the laws to so perfornTthetr 
duty as to-do justice tb the soldlera and 
administer the law so as not to obstruct 
the proaeeu'Ian of pensions by technical 
re<iuirementa not within the province of 
the law, and whjeh are only calculated 
•to hinder Qnd obstruct In th.« effort ts 
obtain lawful pensions. Two years a 
the country was stirred to its depths by 
complaints of the injustice o< the then 
administration of thp pension bureau. 
Beyohd doubt the political campaign of 
189G was largely influenced by the hope 
of ameliorating the harsh conditions 
theft existing ID the pension bureau. We 
submit that this expected amelioration 
has not taken place; that in no substan- 
tial instance has one of those harsh 
rules been abrogated, but every one of 
them remains in full force. The veterans 
had the right t6 expect very different 
treatment from tho pr&sent commis- 
sioner of pensions than they received 
from hig predecessor. Every day brings 
the veterans nearer the grave In increas- 
ing ratio, yet the number of weekly al- 
lowances steadily diminishes, while the 
pension commissioner states that he 
€25,OdO claims pending in his bureau, of 
which he says 78,000 so far have received 
nothing at all. Elsewhere he states that 
about 200,000 survivors received no pen- 
sions, and yet recently the commissioner 
carried through a reduction of 106 In his 
force of clerks OB the ground that he had 
more fdrcfe than he needed. In the mean- 
time the 1GOO employes of the pension 
bureau continue the'dreary round of 
circumlocution.

"Resol%'ed, that the rule of the peiisior 


office by which a widow Is debarred from 
n pension If ahe has an income of $100 it 
unjust, and we ask the president that 
the order be abrogated and the mini- 
mum debarring from pensions be flxca 
ut not less than $300 per annum.

"Your committee further states that 


It is wise to receive even the official 
statement of the commissioner of pen- 
sions with several large grains of allow 
nncP. He states In one place that there 
ore 76,000 comrades who never received a 
pension. In another place he fixes the 
figures at 200,000. From time to time he 
Issues glowing statements as to the 
work he Is doing for the comrades In 
com par! eon to what was formerly done, 
tout most of hln comparisons are with 
the administrations of Presidents Grant 
and Hayes, prior to the act ot 1890. grant- 
ing pensions after 90 days' service for 
disability honorably Incurred «ren after 
the war. He compare* with the period 
jvm-n the eum *r*tai of clalmi waa otily 
800,000 when, owing to the small force 
In the adjutant general'* oflee, It took 
two years to get m report on the claim* 
nnt's record, where It now takes only 
five days.

who for mere purposes of distinction, ono 
might say from the necessity of distinc- 
tion, have been glad to seize any plausible 
excuse to either make a complete change 
or more often to hyphen on some other 
name In the hopo that tbo combination 
will be more or less distinctive Whilo 
such names as PlaotaKoput, Miiltrnrers, 
Mauleveror, Conyore, FH/alan, Do liuhun, 
etc., have become extinct, tho names of 
Smith, Blown, Jouus and liobmson still 
increase and multiply us the sund upon 
tho seashore, Aud with this ghastly mul- 
tiplication find duplio&tiou, small wonder 
that distinction becomes advantageous. 


It BcouiB to bo a very general idea that a 


man may change his name, as, bow and 
when be likes, booting the approval and 
authorization of no ono save himself. 
Nearly every solicitor will adviso you to 
this effect, because tho textbooks he crams 
from and relies upon do not teach him to 
tbe contrary. 
This idea, unfortunatclj, 


is rapidly spreading and to a groat extent 
dates from tho following dictum of u 
judge, who remarked from the bench, "I 
know of no law to prevent any man chang- 
ing his name as often as he likes, provided 
that it is not done for the purposes of 
fraud." This Is not tho only case in 
which a judge has gone wrong by endeav- 
oring to apply the rule^ of law court law 
nnd jurisdiction to matters of "honor," 
which are in the snly prerogative of the 
crown and which arf within tho jurisdic- 
tion of tho earl marshal's court.—Genea- 
logical Magazine.

Bison horns are 


used because the ornaments usually inado 
uro small stand** for ollcrlnga In tho toni-

faith would nod allow tho worshipers to 
touch them if they were rnudo of cow horn. 


The. horn Is prepared by being kupt 


moist with coooftmit all, and Is then boat- 
ed before utfiro, whon it becomes as soft i\a 
was and cgn bo pressed Into flho required 
form, tools and a small latho completing 
tho design.

BUSINESS INDEPENDENCE. 


* ' The ooenlnB of the fall season of 


trade has come with tbe arrival of 


~ cooler and glorious fall weather, and 


s calls attention again to the indepen- 
* dent position North Adams occupies 


Jn the matter of retail trade conditions. 
In marked contrast to many cities of 
this size, the local merchants may de- 
pend on the support of the North Ad- 
ams public, and in turn, the public 
has confidence in the advantages offer- 
ed by its local stores. There is none 
of that feeling here which is often 
found elsewhere, that only the most 
minor purchases can be made at home 
and that for areal day's shopping when 
the principal articles of demand are to 
be purchased it is necessary to go to 
some larger city. Merchants and buy- 
ers work together for mutual benefit, 
each meeting the other for the common 
good, and as a result the independence 
of this city in these lines is a fact in 
•which all may rejoice. 


In witness of this fact. It Is with 


pleasure that The Transcript calls at- 
tention to its advertising columns, not 
only as showing the amount of busi- 
ness activity that normal conditions 
may be expected to bring, but more 
important, as showing the quality of 
offerings by local merchants.

WAR REVENUE* 


Two months have elapsed since the 


war tax was put in force, time enough 
to show the results of this method of 
collecting emergency revenue, and to 
collect Rome of the statistics on which 
future revision of the revenue law will 
be based. The returns from the stamp 
tax have been enormous, greater even 
than was anticipated,'.and nothing1 has 
shown the amount of business done in 
the nation more than the application 
of this effective system off keeping 
track of every transaction. 


The largest returns have come, as 


was expected, from the one and two 
cent, 50 cent, 11 and $10 stamps. During 
the month of July the returns from 
tho two cent stamps alone was $1,724,-

the stamping of bank checks. This is 
the easiest of the revenue raisers, and 
will ir nil probability be the one long- 
est continued in force. The one cent 
tax for express and tolegraph tran 
sactlons have been much less produc- 
tive,only about $730,640 being returned

a half minion, but have been leas pro- 
ductive than the documentary stamps 
besides being harder to Insure, as to 
effectiveness.

If there were no opposition 
to him except on the ground of his 
record in the office, there would be no 
opposition at all.

The same sort of opposition In the 


municipal field is preparing to put up 
the same kind of a fight against Mayor 
Cady. The difference will be that in 
this case the opposition will seek to 
hide its real motives by opposing his 
record of service, which is recognized, 
however, as having very little to do 
with the dissatisfaction that is' 'ex- 
pressed. Nobody who is well informed 
in the matter thinks that Mr. Cady 
has failed to give to the city a. clean 
record, with such mistakes as are nat- 
ural when a man attempts to do any- 
thing more than gravely and reverent- 
ly occupy an easy chair, but every- 
body recognizes that he has failed ,to 
cement a large political following, and 
that he hat made many enemies. If 
the mayor had done less, he would 
have made fewer enemies. If he had 
done what he has done in a different 
way, he would have made more friends. 
This is the nature of the opposition 
which will face him with the argument 
of a record, which does not include all 
the good points on the 'list of possibili- 
ties, but many of them. It will be an 
easy thing to criticize what he has 
done; far easier than in any other con- 
test of the season. For there is little 
that is routine in a mayor's work, and 
what he does he must do In an indi- 
vidual way. The basis on which think- 
ing people will make their decisions 
is the question as to whether Mayoi 
Cady has made so many enemies that 
he would be unable to do the work re- 
quired of him next year to the best 
interests of the city.

Meanwhile this part o£ the campaign 


is in a particularly "headless" condi- 
tion because so far there is no an- 
nounced candidate for any mayoralty 
nomination.

STRANQE PARALLELS IN THE LIVES 


OF FIGHTING FATHER AND SON. 


Lieutenant SlalTcrn Bill Baram, Bon of 


the Ukto General Hvary A. BarVMn, and 
Dow HIS 1.1(0 WM Tbrto. Imperiled. 
Like till Father, Vainly Reported Dead. 


NEW YOBK, gout. 10.-[Special.]—One of

Ho was in tho first two days of lighting 


before Kcntiaao, and his only regret re- 
garding his personal part iu the war is 
that u Spimlah bullet hit him at £1 Ouney 
and so put him out of thu way of either 
witnessing or taking part in the remainder 
of tho operations. 


A K«marfcablo Cohuldeaee. 


Lieutenant Hnrnuin'u wound was in tha 


right hip, and bo remained for Homo timo 
on tho field before help arrived. As he 
lay there, keeping UK close to the around 
us possible, since Bpanish bullets were fly- 
ing thickly over him, ho oould not refrain 
from dwelling somewhat upon the parallel 
between his own caw and that of his fa- 
ther, tho lute General Henry A. Baruum 
of this city. In the civil war at the battle 
of Malvcrn Bill (whence the given names 
of the lieutenant) the father, then u ma- 
jor, had boon wounded In tho bip and loft 
so long that ho was g'ven up for dead. 
More thai) that, a body was found on tho 
battlefield after tbe fighting was over 
which was fully identified us that of Ma- 
joiyBajrnum tad buried on tho banks of 
tho James ati&rrtton's Landing, while 
at his homo, tKon In Syracuse, an elabor- 
ate military funeral was held and eulo- 
gistic addresses wore delivered. It was 
months before tbe mistake wan rectified, 
and all the major's friends were in mourn- 
ing for him when bo returned to them 
alive and "sassy" if not very well. 


Lieutenant Baruum had been dividing 


his thoughts between his father's adven- 
ture and his own for an bour perhaps 
when he was found by a first aid man and 
taken to tho field hospital at the rear. 
There his wound was dressed and pro- 
nounced M-iouH. As soon as possible 
therefore be was placed on board tbe 
transport Cherokee, to be brought to the 
United States. 


Tho son's wodnd was much less serious 


than tho other. In fact, though ho re- 
turned to tho front and fought to the con- 
clusion of tho war, General Barnum never 
recovered. 
The bullot which hit him 


pasted entirely through bis left hip bone, 
and tho wound had to be drained by a soton 
to the day of bis death. 


Besides being shot, tbe elder Barnnm 


was taken prisoner by tha Confederates. 
They believed he would die and BO allowed 
him to remain in the battlefield hospital 
for eight weary days. Then they took him 
to Richmond, 18 miles away, In an ex- 
press wagon and placed him In Llbby pris- 
on. Still expecting him to die, the Con- 
federates a few days later put the major 
on tho exchange list, effecting the ex- 
change at Fortress Monroe, whence he 
was brought to New York. Major Bar- 
num was wounded on July 1, 1803, being 
in command of tho Twelfth Now York 
volunteers. On Jan. 19, 1863, he returned 
to active service as colonel commanding 
tho newly organized One Hundred and 
Forty-ninth. Alter that he had a hand in 
many of the remaining great,operations of 
tho war, Including tbe battle of Gettys- 
burg, Sherman's march to tho Boa anil 
tho battles in the vicinity of Chattanooga, 
wliero ho was wounded in the arm. 


. Tbriee In Peril. 


Nothing coincidental with tho Inter 


fighting of tho elder Barnum has yet fallen 
to the lot of the younger one, nor can his 
experiences parallel his father's, unless the 
Hispano-American war shall bo renewed. 
But Lieutenant Malvcrn Hill Bgrnum's 
perils wore by no means o\ or with when 
ho was put on board Tho Cherokee and tho 
voyage was1 begun for Tampa. The Chero- 
kee was mistaken hy the men on board 
ono of TJnclc Sam's worships for a Span- 
ish cruiser and fired upon long before she 
reached Tampa. Of course tho mistake 
was rectified before any damage was done, 
but there wore some anxious momenta on 
board the Cherokee nevertheless. 


Once on United States soil at Tampa, 


Lieutenant Barnum thought bis dangers, 
gave those that fever might hove In store 
for him, wore past, but in this ho was 
wrong, for ho was placed on the ill fated 
soldier's train that was destined to moot 
with a collision on the way to Atlanta. 
Newspaper readers will remember that, 
though the passengers on that train woro 
borao of thorn pretty badly shnkon up, 
none was killed, tho mortal hurts being 
restricted to tho railroad men. 
~f! 


From Atlanta Lieutenant Barnum went 


to his homo at Now Albany, Ind. There 
ho was notified that two months' leave of 
absence had bceo granted to him, and he 
ucooidiugly hied himself to the mountains 
of Virginia. Ho remained there much 
less than the allotted timo, however, his 
wound healing and his fever disappearing 
much sooner than ho expected. Singular- 
ly enough, tho par.tllel bct\\een his case 
and bis father's began again tho day of his 
arrival at Camp Wikoff, for on that day a 
false roport of his death was printed in 
many newspapers. Tho mistake was not 
carried to tho length of holding funeral 
services in his honor, however, though his 
friends in this city hud given him up. 


A Modest Yfiung Officer. 


Lieutenant Barnum's modesty is as 


great as his personal bravery, and, unlike 
many other young ofiicerK, ho has persist- 
ently refused to bo drawn out by newspa- 
per reporters with reference to any of the 
mooted questions of tho war. To a friend 
hero he laid that, whilo there may have 
boon mistaken of management, it must 
novor be forgotten that war is not peace 
by any means and that many of the hard- 
ships and trials through which tho army 
has passed were clearly unavoidable. He 
believes tbo United States Fhould increase 
Ita standing army, and, whilo bo bus noth- 
ing but praine for the volunteers, be ex- 
pressed the conviction that tho mortality 
from Illness is always sure to bo less 
•mong trained men than others. 


Lieutenant Barnum had soen consider- 


able active western service both in Tolas 
and Montana when tho war with Spain 
broke out. Ho has also served some time 
as military Instructor at Fort Leaven- 
worth, Kan. Ue WUM bora about a your 
after his father's first wounding and was 
entered at- West Point when IS years of 
ago. His father's regiment, though num- 
bered the Twelfth, was tho first to bo 
ralMd for the civil war In this state, and 
his company the first In tho regiment to 
be organized, while tho lieutenant was the 
first man to be wounded In tho battle of 
£1 Caney.

BIGHT TO BOYCOTT. 


A WASHINGTON JURIST'S 6TRONQ 


AND CLEAR PRESENTATION. * .-'

The can of the United States against 


Joseph B. Feiiton and otber memben 
of the Knights of Labor now pending 
In the United States oonrt of the Dis- 
trict of Columbia is another iniquitous 
attempt to prostitute the law and the 
federal courts to the use of capital in 
its war upon later. 


The offense charged Is the boycotting 


of Charles C. Walter by the local labor 
organizations. 


A conspiracy, to be obnoxious to the 


!aw, must be an unlawful conspiracy. 
An unlawful conspiracy is an agree- 
ment between two or more persons to 
commit an Illegal act or to do a legal 
act by unlawful means. The criminal- 
ity must attach either to the ends in- 
tended or to tha means adopted. There 
must not only be a combination, but n 
combination designed to do something 
unlawful in Itself or to proceed by on 
unlawful method. To glvs one's trade 
to one person and refute it to another is 
not an unlawful act; nor ought it to be 
considered criminal to do that In con- 
cert with others which may lawfully 
and fairly bo done without such con- 
cert. Hence a boycott cannot bn crim- 
inal unless it can be shown that unlaw- 
ful means are resorted to. 


The indictment in the Fenton case 


does not allege, the use of unlawful 
means. It is not pretended that fores 
was used or even threatened, nor was 
there any intimidation. No question of 
the breach of the peace is raised. Per 
suasion was the only weapon used, and 
persuasion is not a Crime. Deceit is cot 
charged, nor is there any evidence of 
great malice iu the 
confederates. 


Neither the end proposed nor the means 
employed are of a criminal nature. If 
the effect of the boycott tended to tbe 
oppression of Walter, it is only such 
oppression as incidentally followed acts 
having a lawfal aim and designed not 
in malice, but in advantage to the mem- 
bers of the union: 


Were it otherwise—had the indict- 


ment shown threats and special malice 
and deceit, and oppression—the acts 
complained of would not constitute 
criminal conspiracy, for the reason that 
they would not raise to the dignity of 
a public injury, but remain a mere pri- 
vate injury, redressable by a civil suit, 
and not punishable by indictment 
This, at least, is the better doctrine of 
the law. It is tho view of the ablest 
and best judges of both England and 
America. To subject men to infamous 
punishment for honest efforts in their 
Own protection wduld be an outrage. 
To hold that cases of mere private in 
jury, even though unjustifiable, are in- 
dictable, would be to hold that con- 
spiracy may take the place of almost 
every civil action. We wonld have con- 
spiracies for nonpayment of notes; for 
nonfnfillment of contracts, for the con- 
version of goods and for private trespass 
and judgments; inflicting legal Infamy 
wonld spread throughout the state. 


In any view of it the defendants are 


not guilty at a criminal conspiracy, 
and it'is only for criminal conspiracy 
they can be held. 


The word "conspiracy** does not nec- 


essarily carry with it any terrors. Lit- 
erally it signifies "a breathing togeth- 
er," and men may "breathe together" 
for good purposes as well as bad. Cap- 
ital is organized by "conspiracy," and 
labor has an equal right with capital to 
conspire for its own, protection. The 
question at iesne is whether labor has 
the right to associate—"conspire," if 
you please—for its own good. We think 
it has. 


The railroad corporations, by agree- 


ment among themselves, blacklist men 
who belong to tb« Knlgnts of Labor. 
Why are they not indicted? ' 
,, 


Firms and wrpnrations, by concerted 


action, coerced their employees to vote 
the Republican ticket in 189R—a griev- 
ous public wrong. Why were they not 
indicted? 


The trusts conspire to "restrain 


trade." In defiance of justice and law 
corporations conspire to monopolize 
business, corner markets, control pro- 
duction, put prices up to the consumer 
and down to the producer, elect Judges, 
mayors, councils, legislatures, prosi- 
dents, to influence courts and to bribe 
congress. Why if tho machinery of the 
law, intended to protect the public 
against these crimes, not set in motion 
against the real offenders, the true 
criminals? 


Let capital beware lest in its perver- 


sion of the law and persecution of labor 
it goes too far. Lot the judges beware 
lest under the influence of tho million 
aires, at whose instance for the most 
part they are appointed to office, the 
bias which comes from favors received 
lead them astray. 


Time and again the federal courts 


have nullified or distorted acts of con- 
gress passed in the interest of the peo-

The feathers used for bedding come 


from geoao, ducks and chickens, the 
first being the most costly. A great 
many of the duck feathers como from 
China. Some of tbo goose feathers come 
from China and some from Europe, but 
tho greater part of them are from tills 
country and from the west and south- 
west, many goose feathers coming from 
Missouri, Indiana and Kentucky.

m. The ceremony was followed by a 
cnmptaons repast, which wo have only 
a faint recollection of. Some way 
events seemed to crowd on each other 
then, and God has given us tho best 
earthly thing within his gift Tho joy 
in n sweet wife In too great to be de- 
scribed—too sacred to l>o_upokcn of." 


Tho Uland of Booga, where tho fiery or- 


flojU takes place, was the supposed resi- 
dence of gome of tho old gods of Fiji and 
was therefore considered a sacred land. 
First of all, It is necessary to explain tho 
imthe lovo, or ovon, In which tho mustfwo 
root IB baked.' This ovon is merely u uioro 
or loss circular holo or hollow dug and 
prepared In the ground with a diameter of 
from 18 foot to 24 feet. 
The oven Is next 


filled with rough logs of firewood, piled 
up nine or ton foot. On tho logs are placed 
a groat number of water worn stones, 
varying In weight from eight pounds or 
ton pounds to ono hundredweight. It may 
hero bo explained thut the luusawo IE u 
Draca>na, with fibrous roots as large as u 
yam, and full of tugar. These rootb are 
Imkod In tho lovo for four days. The lire 
for the ordeal IB lighted In tho inasawo 
oven bofore daybreak and burns for sev- 
eral hours—that IB to gay, until all tho 
stones on the top, big and llttlo, ha\e fall- 
en through into tho holo and booomo al- 
most white with heat. Thon of course 
nothing rem nlHF but a quantity of charred 
embers and a fow half burned logs. In 
duo time the embers aro dragged or fished 
out by means of vines attached to long 
sticks, tho end of tho vino having a run- 
ning loop, which is placed over tho log. 
The burned logs and embers having boon 
removed, green sticks, 18 or 30 feet long, 
are then Inserted into tho ovon among tho 
heaps of hot stones, and, using these as 
lovers, the stones are distributed evenly 
over tho surface of the whole floor of tha 
earth oven. Sometimes the heat is go 
terrific that the operators are unable direct- 
ly to manipulate the levers themselves, so 
they aro compelled to rest the poles on tho 
Bides of tho OVOD, and then pull on them 
by means of vine ropes. Tho Fijlans who 
take part in this ceremony mako for them- 
selves out of tho broad banana leaf a spe- 
cial kind of garment to shelter their bodies 
from the heat given off by tho white hot 


When tho big embers have been remov- 


ed, tho wood ashes aro swept away by 
means of whisks fastened to tho ends of 
long sticks, nnd thon nothing remains iu 
tho oven gave tho clean layer of glowing 
stones. These preliminaries occupy about 
half an hour, and then all in ready for tho 
ceremony itself. At a givon signal tho 
performers, barologgod and 
barefooted, 


excepting for tho anklets of dried fern 
loaves, crowd into tho pit and begin walk- 
ing leisurely about as if on a fashionable 
promenade 


Here is tho narrative of a person who 


witnessed tho cercrooiiy: "Jonathan, a na- 
tive magistrate, led tho way Into tho pit, 
closoly followed by 14 others. 
Thoy 


inarched round about the oven, moving 
slowly and leisurely and treading firmly 
on tho rodhot stonos. Tho spectacle held 
mo spellbound- Every moment I expected 
my nostfrlls to be assailed with tho smell 
of burning human flesh, bnt it was net 
so, and as I looked in tho faces of the in on 
strolling about in the lovo I could see no 
emotion Whatever depicted, but merely 
the inscrutable impussivity of feature 
common to many savage racos 


Some of tho bystanders threw bundles 


of green leaves and branches into tho oven, 
ind then immediately tho mon insldo wero 
ialf hidden In tho clouds of steam that 
arose from 
tho hissing, boiling sap 


Handkerchiefs wero also thrown in and 
afforded au unmistakable proof that there 
wua ' no deception. * 
Boforo these laco 


;rifles reached the floor of the oven they 
wore alight und almost consumed by the 
great heat. Presently Jonathan and his 
followers marched out of tho inferno and 
wero promptly examined by the governor's 
commissioner. Not only was there* not 
tho least traco of burning, but oven their 
ariklcts, which wero of dried fern leaves, 
wero not so much as singed." 


Jonathan himself was closely cross ex* 


arolnod by the government officials pres- 
ent—of whom ho stood In ereat awe—and 
ho declared with perfect candor: "There is 
no trick. Why should there bo? I ami my 
forefathers have done this thing for gener- 
ations, long before tho white man came 
Into the islands. Some of us may not be- 
liovo tho legend of the Fairy Chief Moli- 
wai, but I dp believe that it has been glv 
on to my tribe to pans unharmed ot all 
times through tho raasuwe ovon.''

An Instance o! this hind happened a 


[ow days ago at old Trinity. Tho Bteo-

)laoo of tho sparrows, and clumpy nests 
are poked away In every nook and cor- 
ner. In a neafc perched nearly up to tho 
cross that surmounts tho steeple tho 
scoond brood of yonng sparrows have 
lost reached the flying ago, and the 
other day tho foremost youngster flop- 
led over tbo elde of tho nest and came 
mmbtlng down to the bard pavement 
below. His vain efforts to use his wings 
only multiplied his strange gyrations 
through the air, but before be could 
reach tbe ground tho two parent spar- 
rows had darted downward in tima to 
receive him on their backs. 
^ 


It was impossible for them to fly 
•ith tbe bird on their shoulders, bnt 


they glided slowly downward with 
wings outspread nntil they reached tha 
top of the trees, where thoy managed to 
land the youngster safely among the 
sheltering branches. 


Tho first lessons In flying ore very 


difficult for young birds reared in such 
high homes. The first flight of a fledge- 
ling must of necessity be short, and if 
he should attempt to fly downward to 
the streets below he wonld nndonbted- 
ly plunge forward with such impetu- 
osity as to kill him when he reached 
tbe pavement. Consequently tbe parent 
birds direct tho flrnt flight either to E> 
neighboring roof a short distance be- 
low, or, if the high building stands 
alone, they teach the fledgeling to jump 
from tbe neat first straight out and 
then npward and at last baok again to- 
ward the building. They thus describe 
an upward circle and land with a flop 
upon the roof. 


On these tall roofs tho yonng birds 


receive th«lr regular lessons, flying back 
and forth in perfect safety, with neither 
oats nor small boys to disturb them, 
and there they remain until their 
strength and their wings are fully de- 
veloped. 


The first attempts of the young birds 


to fly from their nests to the roof over- 
head aro amusing, tf-hey jump Out into 
space and flutter with uncertaic flight

lived at service, feho was ^permitted to 
accompany her husband's regiment, serv- 
ing the battery as cook and laundress, and 
when at tho battle of Monmouth {Freo- 
liold), N. J , her husband was wounded at 
his gun, she sprang forward, seized tho 
rammer and took hie place to tho end of 
the battle 
After the battle she carried 


water to tho wounded, and hence her pet 
name of "Moll Pitcher."

Malting; Firecrackers. 


An American consul In China, who has 


seen tho native firecracker manufacturers 
at work, thus describes the process: 


"Tho straw paper is first rolled by hand 


around an iron rod, which varies in size 
according to thosiroof cracker to bo made. 
To complete the rolling a rude machine is 
used. This consists of two uprights sup- 
porting an axis, from which is suspended 
by two arms a heavy piece of wood, slight- 
ly convex on tho loworsiclo 
Tnoro is just 


room between this swinging block and the 
top of tho tablo to place tho cracker 
As 


each layer of paper is put on by hand, tho 
cracker la placed upon tho tablo, and the 
huspended weight is drawn over the roll, 
thus tightening it until no more can bo 
passed under tha weight. 


In filling onicfcers 200 or 300 arc tied 


together tightly in a bunch. Rod clay la 
spread over tho end- of tho bunch and forc- 
ed into tho end of each cracker with a 
punch. While tho clay is being tumped 
in a little water is sprayed on it, which 
makes it pack closer. The powder Is 
poured In at tho other end of tho oraokor 
\\ith thu aid of an awl tho edge of the pa 
per is turned in at tho upper ond of tho 
mucker, und the fuse is inserted through 
this."
